come esiabl,shed lacks much of being a conclusive reason for 
thinking that the externnnatioi of it is impossible.

Been done is not the measure of what can be done.

Busck and Professor Kyle that the 
pink boll worm is so devastating a pest aid so difficult to get 
rid of as to justify the utmost efforts that are possible to keep 
it within the areas where it has already been found in this state 
A pest whose toll is from 50 to 90 pew cent of the crop is not to 
be trifled with 
Kvery shipment of seed out of Mexico since 
the discovery of the pink boll worm in that country has been 
traced to its destination, and the areas around these put under 
a kind ct espionage. 
Dus justifies the belief that all the in­ 
festations and probable infestations in this state have been dis­ 
covered, and since tile pink boll worm is not mobile, and must 
therefore be spread by carrying, one can also believe that we 
have taken our measures in time to restrict the pest to the 
places already infested, and to exterminate it in these.

It is not 
stating o ther than bare facts to assert 
that the soldiers now a t Camp Travis 
are not the sam e men, phy sically , they 
were when they first reac hed this can­ 
tonment. 
T his im provem ent in the 
j>hy sical 
being of the soldiers is not du e to any 
accident. It is the resu lt of sy stem atic 
and scientific training. This training 
has been given in su ch an in teresting 
and en te rta in in g way that the soldiers 
who have tak en it were u naw are that it 
was part of the work cu t ou t for them 
to do; they thinking that it w as part 
of the recreation provided for the sol­ 
diers of the camp. 
P erhaps it is this happy facu lty of 
m aking work a pleasu re, cou pled w ith 
the su perb w'eather for training the 
m en that ha s prevailed, that has so 
largely contribu ted to the m agnificent 
advancem ent in their work that has 
m arked the progress of the soldiers of 
Camp Travis. Some philosopher 
has 
declared that happy is the m an who 
finds his w ork a pleasu re. If this axiom 
is correct, a t least one reason for the 
practically u niversal c o n ten tm en t that 
prevails here is not hard to find. 
It shou ld be borne in mind that the 
best shot in the world Is of little prac 
tical u se in the a rm y u nless he can 
reach the point w here he can “lay ” 
his gu n on the target. To find this 
target 
requ ires m arching, w’orld 
of 
marching. T he m an who has the best 
feet, the m ost su pple miu scles and the 
reserved energy is the m an who can 
go the rou te that m u st be traveled in 
w'arfare.

If service in 
arm y does nothing else for thou sands 
of y ou ng men, it will save them from 
the su fferings that are exacted in mid 
die life from w earing ill-fitting shoes 
in the y ou nger day s.

6.— Postm aster 
General Burleson In his annual report 
Just sub m itted to congress, declares 
organizations of postal employ es are 
rapidly b ecoming a menace to pub lic 
welfare and recom m ends that congress 
repeal the law that allows sm h em ­ 
ploy es to m aintain organizations. The 
law provides that the employ es may 
organize and b ecome affiliated with 
other b odies so long as they do not 
Impose any ob ligation to engage or 
assist In a strike against the govern­ 
ment. 
Em phasizing the need for unselfish 
cooperation on all sides while 
the 
country is In the world-war, the post­ 
m aster general continues: 
“N otw ithstanding this fact, and at 
this critical period In our nation’s his­ 
tory , It is regrettab le to state that the 
organized postal employ ee are making 
m any selfish dem ands and Insisting 
that they shall not b e required or per 
m itted to work In excess of the usdal 
num b er of hours; also that their sala­ 
ries b e perm anently 
Increased, 
al­ 
though they are Justly com pensated, 
receiving more than three tim es as 
much as those fighting In the trench­ 
es, who must of necessity suffer the 
hardships of w arfare and sacrifice fhelr 
all. If necessary . 
“Efforts of these organizations along 
other lines have b een severely criti­ 
cised b y men In pub lic life, as they 
attem pt to control political as well as 
legislative m atters and openly b oast oi 
the Influence they claim to exert In 
the furtherance of their selfish Inter­ 
ests. 
“An outside organization has dur 
Ing the past several y ears attem pted 
to unionize governm ent employ es. In­ 
cluding those In the postal 
service, 
and a large num b er of postal employ es 
are now affiliated with It. and others 
soon will b e, notw ithstanding the fact 
that such affiliation Is b elieved to b e 
contrary to the act of August 24, 1912. 
The advisab ility of perm itting govern­ 
m ent employ es to affiliate with an out­ 
side organization and use the strike 
and b oy cott as a last resort to enforce 
Its dem ands Is seriously questioned b y 
those Interested In the pub lic wel­ 
fare. 
• “Postal employ es have b ecome b oW 
b ecause of their affiliation and have 
within recent y ears threatened to to 
strike, and In one case actually did 
so b y tendering their resignations and 
^ ab andoning the service In a b ody . In 
this case they were prom ptly indicted 
and prosecuted In the federal courts. 
W hile strikes In the 
postal 
service 
m ay b e avqjted for the tim e b eing 
y et they will Inevitab ly come, and the 
pub lic win then b e b rought face to 
face with a most serious situation — 
one that will b e a m enace to our 
governm ent. 
“If b y comb ining.” the rejm rt say s, 
“governm ent employ es are enab led to 
unduly influence m em b ers of congres.s 
and others seeking election to pub lic 
office, the 
situation 
will 
naturally 
arise. If It has not 
already arisen, 
where congress will 
b e 
unduly in 
fluenced b y such organizations, the 
appropriations 
for 
the salaries 
of 
such employ es will b e greatly increas­ 
ed and economic provision for the con­ 
duct of the service im possib le ” 
’The report explains that postal em ­ 
ploy es are differently situated from 
other w orkers In that they are not em ­ 
ploy ed b y private concerns, b ut b y 
the governm ent "w hose officers 
are 
m erely executing the will of the peo­ 
ple.” 
The report shows an audited surplus 
for the y ear of 19.836.211. the largest 
in the history of the departm ent. The 
Increase over the preceding y ear was 
5.66 per cent, while the Increase In 
cost was 4.45 per cent. The audited 
revenues for the y ear, including mon- 
ey -order and postal savings b usiness, 
am ounted to $329,726,^6. 
R em arkab le grow th In postal savings 
Is shown. In 1917 there were 674,728 
deim sitors, with a total of $131,954.696 
to their credit. The average b alance 
for each depositor was $195.57. This 
was an Increase over the previous y ear 
of 71,791 In the num b er of depositors. 
$45,934,811 In the am ount and $52.90 
In the per capita b alance. The large 
proportion of this total is contrib uted 
b y Industrial centers. In 143 offices 
In cities where there are b ig m anufac­ 
turing plants, 74 per cent of the de­ 
posits are held. 
» 
Mr. Burleson also reiterates his b e­ 
lief tha t the governm ent should con 
trol telephone and telegraph lines with 
supervision entrusted to the postoffice 
departm ent.

Ing a row ab out It, held a “pep” m eet­ 
ing and endorsed the action of the 
president. 
Messrs. Kab ana and Brelhan b oth 
gave b rief testim ony along the same 
line.

W hen he came to the college he was

since last y ear. 
The students in the 
classes In this departm ent last y ear 
were ab out 450, w hereas this y ear they 
num b er ab out 519.

The chief need of the departm ent is 
a science b uilding.

b uilding. He thought one costing $75,- 
000 would meet the requirem ents. They 
are now using eight rooms In the main 
b uilding, none of which are suitab le 
for lab oratories, b ut are so used. The 
w orst need is space and “we need It 
b adly ,’’ he said. 
W hile b elieving that 
faculty changes are good for the in­ 
stitution, in that they b ring in new 
ideas, he stated that three very excel­ 
lent men had b een lost to the college 
during his regim e b ecause they had 
b een offered larger salaries elsewhere. 
He told of the research work done 
b y the departm ent, several papers that 
had b een prepared and, b efore the war, 
pub lished in German scientific jour­ 
nals as well as in the United States. 
Professor C. C. Hedges, head of the 
departm ent of chem istry and chemical 
engineering, said their classes num ­ 
b ered 720 enrolled students, the teach­ 
ing force num b ers ^ ght and the hours 
of teaching 19 to 24 per week, while 
the total hours employ ed averages 30 
to 36 per week.

T. O. W alton, acting director of the 
extension service, was the w itness b e­ 
fore the legislature Investigating com­ 
m ittee this morning. 
He outlined the 
work of the service, reporting nine dis 
trict agents, one general organizer, the 
home dem onstration work and so 
on 
Inquiry had to do with the scope of 
the work. 
New projects are not sta rt­ 
ed without the approval of the secre 
lary of agriculture. 
The rural credit specialist is to or 
ganlze farm ers 
to 
determ ine 
their 
financial needs, b y pooling their In 
terests, estab lish credit, b orrow and 
m ake loans and In fact, run a b ank 
although not given the name. 
Therji 
are seven of these organizations In 
the state. 
T here are other organiza 
tions along sim ilar lines, 
such 
as 
sw'eet 
potato 
w arehouses, whereb y 
money may 
b e 
b orrowed 
on 
the 
product. 
He felt the b enefits a ttain ­ 
ed and in possib ilities are justified. 
As to conflict or duplication of the 
federal land b anks and other b anksi 
he expressed the opinion that these 
activities are justified b ecause of the 
cheaper interest rates. The land b anks 
cannot loan on hom esteads, and, he 
said, there Is a grow ing Sentim ent In 
favor of modify ing the hom estead law 
for the purpose of m aking perm anem 
im provem ents, such as b etter fences, 
b etter b arns and b etter homes. He did 
not know how general this sentim ent 
*8. 
His chief ob servation has b een 
in the counties east of here. 
In the 
drouth sections this y ear a modifica­ 
tion of the law- would assist them In 
re-estab lishing their herds. 
,The question of duplication of work 
with other state departm ents he re­ 
ferred to a w ritten m em orandum he 
had previously prepared. 
This say s; 
"Reply ing to y our Inquiry in regan. 
to duplication, I would not b e frank i 
if I did not tell y ou there Is duplica­ 
tion. 
All the educational work of the 
state departm ent of agriculture Is a 
duplication of our extension efforts 
To illustrate, the state 
departm ent 
employ s a chief In the culture of edib le 
nuts, salary $1,500; we have a spe 
clallst in nuts culture, $2,a00. 
Salary 
of chief in Im provem ent in livestock 
and dairy ing, $1,500; we have a chief 
of livestock division, 
$2,500. 
They 
m aintain a chief entom ologist, $2,500; 
in addition we have two assistan t en­ 
tom ologists, $1.500 and $1,200 and we 
have an entom ologist, $1,500. 
They 
m aintain a plant pathologist, $1,800; 
we have a plant pathologist, $2,100. 
S tate departm ent salary chief b ureau 
of m arkets, $2,400; we have a 
spe­ 
cialist In m arketing, $1,500. They have 
salary of four regular men in b ureau 
of m arkets, $6.400. 
In addition they 
have another item of*$1.200 for four 
extra men and $5,000 for expenses 
of division of m arkets, m aking a total 
of $6,200. 
Not only this b ut the en­ 
tire m arketing departm ent b udget for 
institutes is a duplication of county 
agents and specialists’ efforts. 
This 
division renders no service that the 
extension service could not render. The 
b udget for institutes, totals $32,900. 
“It has b een suggested that the ex­ 
tension division and the state d epart­ 
m ent should co-operate more closely . 1 
sub m it that this is not practicab le for 
the reason that we cannot conduct ex­ 
tension work successfully on the plan 
that the state departm ent is following. 
I do not attem pt to say that their plan 
is ineffective, b ut we find that w-e do 
not get the b est results from lecture 
work alone. 
Our most m arked results 
have b een ob tained through practical 
dem onstrations conducted 
with 
the 
farm ers on their own farm s, and to 
conduct a dem onstration successfully 
requires far more follow-up work than 
the state departm ent can give under its 
present plan of organization. 
"It is my opinion that Ahe 
duties 
of b oth departm ents should b e cleany 
defined and that all educational work 
should b e conducted b y the departm ent 
capab le of rendering the most efficient 
service to the farm ers of Texas. 
If 
such an adjustm ent could b e made it 
would save the taxpay ers of Texas at 
least $65,000 annually , and it Is my 
opinion tha t the farm ers will b e effi­ 
ciently served, more so than they are 
now-. Too many organizations attem pt­ 
ing to render the sam e or sim ilar ser­ 
vice causes confusion in the m inds of 
farm ers to the extent tha t they may 
not take the suggestions 
of 
either 
party . 
Therefore, I repeat that I feel 
that the duties of b oth organizations 
should b e clearly defined that there 
m ay b e no possib ility of overlapping 
or duplication in the future." 
The total expenditures of state funds 
b y 
his 
service 
in 
the 
duplication 
work he estim ated at $65,000. He would 
not b e willing to state that the work 
In a single organization would not en­ 
tirely reach the area now- covered. The 
duplication is confusing to the farm ers 
Concerning the negro work he felt 
that good is b eing accom plished, pro­ 
duction b eing increased on farm s and 
many thousand cans of fruits and vege­ 
tab les saved. 
He referred to the of­ 
ficial report on this work. 
Some of 
the b est dem onstrations have b een b y 
tenants, for their need is greater than 
the farm owners. 
The tendency is to 
stab ilize 
the 
negro 
lab or—on the 
farm s—while the 
negro 
lab orer 
is 
growing more unreliab le, and in Itself 
indicates the necessity of the work 
His personal experience has b een that 
the negro is inspired, under this service 
to own their own farm s. 
Answering an inquiry b y Senator 
Clark, Mr. W alton said 
the 
county 
agents are chosen on m erit; although 
they hope in tim e to employ nothing 
b ut college graduates when the college 
can turn them out fast enough. 
Dr. Clark asked ab out politics in the 
departm ent and Mr. W alton said they 
knew of none, b ut If they found any 
engaged in

activity 
they 
would “fire” them .

General Burleson In his annual report 
ju st subm itted to congress, declares 
organizations of postal employes are 
rapidly becoming a m enace to public 
w elfare and recom m ends that congress 
repeal the law th a t allows such em ­ 
ployes to m aintain organizations. The 
law provides th at the employes may 
organize and become affiliated with 
o ther bodies so long as they do not 
im pose any obligation to engage or 
assist in a strike against the govern 
mnnt. 
Em phasizing the need for unselfish 
cooperation on all sides while 
the 
country is in the world-war, the post­ 
m aster general continues: 
''N otw ithstanding this fact, and at 
th is critical period in our nation's his­ 
tory, It is regrettable to state th at the 
organized postal em ployee are m aking 
m any selfish dem ands and insisting 
th at they shall not be required or per­ 
m itted to work in excess of the usilal 
num ber of hours; also th at their sala­ 
ries be perm anently 
increased, 
al­ 
though they are justly com pensated, 
receiving more than three tim es as 
much as those fighting in the trench­ 
es, who m ust of necessity suffer the 
hardships of w arfare and sacrifice their 
all, lf necessary. 
“Efforts of these organizations along 
other lines have been severely criti­ 
cised by men in public life, as they 
attem pt to control political as well as 
legislative m atters and openly boast ot 
the influence they claim to exert in 
the furtherance of their selfish inter­ 
ests. 
“An outside organization has dur­ 
ing the past several years attem pted 
to unionize governm ent employes, in­ 
cluding those in the postal 
service, 
and a large num ber of postal employes 
are now affiliated with it, and others 
soon will be. notw ithstanding the fact 
th at such affiliation is believed to be 
contrary to the act of August 24, 1912. 
The advisability of perm itting govern­ 
m ent employes to affiliate with an out­ 
side organization end use the strike 
and boycott as a last resort to enforce 
its demands is seriously questioned by 
those interested in the public wel­ 
fare. 
* "Postal employes have become boh! 
because of their affiliation and have 
within recent years threatened to to 
strike, and in one case actually did 
so by tendering their resignations and 
abandoning the service in a body. In 
this case they were prom ptly indicted 
and prosecuted in the federal courts. 
W hile strikes in the 
postal 
service 
m ay be avqjted for the tim e being 
yet they will inevitably come, and the 
public will then be brought face to 
face with « most serious situation — 
one that will be a m enace to our 
governm ent. 
"If by com bining.’’ the report says, 
• governm ent employes are enabled to 
unduly Influence m em bers of congress 
and others seeking election to public 
office, the 
situation 
will 
naturally 
arise, if it has not 
already arisen, 
w here congress will 
be 
unduly in­ 
fluenced by such organizations, the 
appropriations 
for 
the salaries 
of 
such employes will be greatly increas­ 
ed and economic provision for the con­ 
duct of the service Impossible." 
The report explains that postal em ­ 
ployes are differently situated from 
other w orkers in th at they are not em 
ployed by private concerns, but by 
the governm ent ‘‘whose officers 
are 
m erely executing the will of the peo­ 
ple.” 
The report shows an audited surplus 
for the year of $9,836,211. the largest 
in th e history of the departm ent. The 
Increase over the preceding year was 
5.66 per cent, while the increase in 
cost was 4.45 per cent. The audited 
revenues for the year, including mon 
ey-order and postal savings business, 
am ounted to $329,726,tl6. 
Rem arkable grow th in postal savings 
is shown. In 1917 there were 674.728 
depositors, with a total of $131,964,696 
to their credit. T he averager balance 
for each depositor was $195.57. This 
was an increase over the previous year 
of 71,791 in the num ber or depositors. 
$46,934,811 in the am ount and $52.90 
in the per capita balance. The large 
proportion of this total is contributed 
by industrial centers. In 143 offices 
in cities where there are big m anufac­ 
turing plants, 74 per cent of the de­ 
posits are held.

W hile believing that 
faculty changes are good for the in­ 
stitution, in th at they bring in new 
ideas, he stated that th ree very excel­ 
lent men had been lost to the college 
during his regim e because they had 
been offered larger salaries elsewhere. 
He told of the research work done 
by the departm ent, several papers that 
had been prepared and, before the war, 
published in German scientific jour­ 
nals as well as In the United States. 
Professor C. C. Hedges, head of the 
departm ent of chem istry and chemical 
engineering, said their classes num ­ 
bered J20 enrolled students, the teach­ 
ing force num bers glght and the hours 
of teaching 19 to 24 per week, while 
the total hours employed averages 30 
to 36 per week. 
An additional teach­ 
er has been put on this year to meet 
the requirem ents 
of 
125 
additional 
students. 
All are new men with the 
exception of him self and one who was 
with the college three m onths last 
year. 
O thers had resigned because 
they could earn more money, generally 
in private employment, as there is a 
large dem and for~chemists. 
His suggestion was for an increase 
of salaries to those usually paid by 
universities approxim ately 
$4,000 a 
year for full professors. 
His staff has 
changed four tim es in six years. 
Also 
there ought to be a man to co-operate 
with the purchasing agent of the co! 
lege, especially when buying on sp ed 
fit ations, he reciting several instances 
of savings effected by his departm ent 
in exam ining foods. 
Dean J. C. Nagle, head of the en­ 
gineering departm ent was the last wit­ 
ness before dinner. 
He first cam e to 
the college in 1890 and after 23 yearn 
of service was away four years and re­ 
turned this fall. 
W hen he cam e to 
the college two courses were offered in 
his departm ent, civil and m echanical 
engineering, w hereas now there are 
architecture, 
chem istry, 
civil, 
elec­ 
trical, m echanical and textile courses. 
He ’aught physics when he first came, 
but th at has been made a separate de­ 
partm ent. 
Then they had five or six 
teachers, now he has under him some 
thirty teachers. 
The 
student body 
then was less than 409 and since bas 
run as high as 1^50. In those days the 
men who graduated could now' scarce­ 
ly en ter sophom ore 
year, the 
tstand­ 
ard of the college having gradually 
d^been raised. 
Asked as to tile propor­ 
tional* num ber of graduates to the 
entries, he could only ‘estim ate, but 
thought It might run from 25 to 33 13 
per cent, and this com pares well with 
the experience of other colleges. 
He 
prom ised figures on the subject, but 
contended th at mere statistics did not 
tail the whole story, as the character

,The question of duplication of work 
with other state departm ents he re­ 
ferred to a w ritten mem orandum he 
had previously prepared. 
This says: 
"Replying to your inquiry in regard 
to duplication, I would not be frank 
if I did not tell you there is duplica­ 
tion. 
All the educational work of the 
state departm ent of agriculture is a 
duplication of our extension efforts. 
To illustrate, the state 
departm ent 
employs a chief in the culture of edible 
nuts, salary $1,500; we have a ape 
cia! 1st in nuts culture, $2,S00. 
Salary 
of chief in im provem ent in livestock 
and dairying. $1,500; we have a chief 
of livestock division, 
$2,500. 
They 
m aintain a chief entom ologist, $2,500; 
in addition we have two assistant en­ 
tom ologists, $1,500 and $1,200 and we 
have an entom ologist, $1,500. 
They 
m aintain a plant pathologist, $1,800; 
w*e have a plant pathologist, $2,100. 
State departm ent salary chief bureau 
of m arkets, $2,400; we have a 
spe­ 
cialist in m arketing, $1,500. They have 
salary of four regular men in bureau 
of m arkets, $6,400. 
In addition they 
have another item of*Sl,20© for four 
extra men and $5,000 for expenses 
of division of m arkets, making a total 
of $6,200. 
Not only this but the en­ 
tire m arketing departm ent budget for 
institutes is a duplication of county 
agents and specialists’ efforts. 
This 
division renders n o \serv ice th at the 
extension service could not render. The 
budget for institutes, totals $32,900. 
“It has been suggested th at the ex­ 
tension division and the state depart­ 
m ent should co-operate more closely. I 
subm it th at this is not practicable for 
the reason that we cannot conduct ex­ 
tension work successfully on the plan 
that the state departm ent is following. 
I do not attem pt to say that their plan 
is ineffective, but we find that we do 
not get the best results from lecture 
wrork alone.

requires far more follow-up work than 
the state departm ent can give under its 
present plan of organization.
